First, let mo introduce myself. 
My name is Alex 11. Wiishburn, editor and 


publisher of the Hope Star, evening: daily at 
Hope, Arkansas. 


The son of a Pennsylvania instiraiice man- 


ager and banker, I was Rraduatod 1'rotn the 
University of Missouri in 102'5, moved to 
Arkansas the next clay, and have been a 
citixen of Arkansas ever since—first at El 
Dorado, and, in J!)29, at Hope. 


Because I, a private citixen, have taken a 


public stand for good schools and the KCM- 
eral welfare of Arkansas, you will hear the 
politicians and bureaucrats belittling me. I 
have frightened them by finally obtaining a 
popular vote on the 3% sales tax on groceries 
aiul medicine November 4. So they retaliate 
by_ trying to spread doubt in the minds of the 
rj'epple. Just a country editor, they'll tell you 
—who's financing him? 


It happens that I am in a position to be 


independent of the politicians and bureau- 
crats. 


1 was one of the original advocates of the 


sales tax before its enactment in 1985.' The 
permanent bound file of Mope Star for March 
1, 1935, reports that, the night before, 1 was 
one of four Hope men who appeared before 
a committee of the Arkansas legislature in 
support of the Hall bill,'the original sales tax 
measure. The other three were: 0. A. 
Graves,-Hope banker and school board at- 
torney; and Charles ''Han-ell and the late 
Tlieo P. Witt, Hope school board members. 


The same newspaper file shows on Febru- 


ary' 21,1935, this editorial signed by myself: 


'"This friendly newspaper wishes to warn 


Governor Futrell not to let the 50th Assem- 
bly .adjourn without producing a revenue bill 
'thai, will adeq'ua'tely meet I'he' school crisis;'. 
This newspaper is committed to a state sales 
tax for the schools." 


And on March 7, 1935, the same file re- 


ports that the Hope ,PTA Council adopted a 
'resolution praising me and my editorials for 
an outstanding "'contribution to good schools 
and good government. 


Do the PTAs feel toward me today as they 


did 23 years ago? 


Are you kidding? 
The sad fact is,, they don't love me any 


more, 
1 urn out here attacking the 3'X sales tax 


on groceries and medicine, urging you to 
vote against Act 19 on November 4, 


The PTAs have joined hands v/ith the 


University of Arkansas, the Extension Serv- 
ice, the political school managers in the Ar- 
kansas Education Association and the State 
Department of Education, and the machine 
politicians in a campaign to make you believe 
the S'/i sales tax is necessary for the public 
schools 
and that the bulk of the sales 


tax does in fact go to the public schools, 


Who is right in this controversy—an ex- 


perienced newspaperman who was in there 
pitching 23 years ago and who has kept up 
with the legislative record all the years 
since; or the clamoring crowd now trying to 
stampede you with words and slogans in a 
campaign carefully organized by master 
politicians? , 


Let us examine the record of how the sales 


tax has been misused the last 23 years—and 
then you can decide for yourself who is right 
and who is wrong, 


Under the original sales tax law the public 


schools got 65^ of the revenue—today they 
get considerably less than half, despite two 


at the end of the Great Depression. Property 
was broke. It could not carry the school 
burden alone. The Hales tax was enacted as 
an emergency measure with the understand- 
ing that property assessments would be re- 
formed and made to carry their fair share 
of the tax load as we worked our way out 
of the depression. 


Twenty-three years Inter this turns out to 


be the biggest double-cross of the common 
people in all Arkansas' 122 years as a state. 


Today Arkansas property values are the 


highest in history—but the assessing ratio is 
the lowest. 


I am comparing the 1929 figures, before 


the sales tax, with the figures today—when 
we have a '6% sales tax on groceries and 
medicine. 


Remember that 1929 had a 100-cent dollar. 


Our dollar today is worth about 33'/a cents. 
You know what I mean. You bought an 
automobile back in 1929 for $700. Today it 
costs you $2,100 or more. And the same in- 
flation applies more or less to groceries and 
other necessities—but you pay, nevertheless, 
3% sales tax on those high prices. 


Now let us see how property and wealth 


have fared in the tax business since 1929. 


In 1929 my home county of Hempstead 


had a total assessment of $8,182,592. That 
would figure out in today's currency as 
$24,397,770, without allowing for any new 
construction or any rise in-market value, Do 
you know what Hempstead county's total 
assessment is today with the highest market 
in history? It is $11,'122,8/15—less than half 
the adjusted dollar assessment of 30 years 
ago,

state of Arkansas in "1929 was $624,324,850. 
That would figure out in today's currency as 
$1,872,974,550, without allowing for any new 
construction, new industry, or rise in market 
value. Arkansas' total today, with the high- 
est market in history, is $1,010,266,580— 
only a little more than half the adjusted 
dollar assessment of 30 years ago. 


Property assessments haven't followed the 


upward flight of the inflation dollar. They 
didn't have to—now we have a 3% sales tax 
on groceries and medicine, presumably to 
help the public schools—but also handing big 
property owners a 50% cut in assessments,

that you can't reform the assessment level as 
long as you kid yourself into believing phony 
millage rates will bring in more tax dollars, 
Actually, the tax dollars go down, as I 
showed you from the tax records of my own 
property, 


The political school crowd goofed again— 


and this time it was a royal dotible*cross— 
only two years ago, The iOSS legislature had 
worked up a package deal with the schools' 
agreement, One part of the package was Act 
153 to increase assessments gradually ( to 
20% of property's true value, and providing 
penalties in reduced state aid for districts 
which failed to bring their assessing figures 
in line, 


The other part of the package— to which 


the political school crowd had solemnly 
agreed was proposed Amendment 43, which 
would have restored the tax ceiling at 30 
mills, The legislature approved Amendment 
43 and referred it to the people in the general 
election of 1956. 


Immediately, the school crowd repudiated 


their legislative agreement and put .on a 
state-wide campaign to defeat the 30-mill tax 
ceiling— and did so. Specifically, the Hope 
School Board and the board of neighboring 
Prescott issued public statements attacking 
the 30-mill ceiling — and I replied by de- 
nouncing both boards in newspaper editor- 
ials. 


And so today the political school folks are 


conducting another state-wide campaign — 
this time to support the 3% sales tax, be- 
cause they studiously hindered and double- 
crossed every attempt to reform the assess- 
ing .program and give property owners a 
chance to pay a fair share of the cost of 
government. 


So the tax millage goes up, the assess- 


ment program slows down to a standstill — 
and the small man gets a 3% sales tax on his 
groceries and medicine. 


Is this a mere accident — or is it deliberate? 
That's a good question. 
I say it is deliberate. 
The master-minds of this state-wide cam- 


paign for the 3rd-cent sales tax have organ- 
ized just about everybody — including the 
tax-supported agents of the University of 
Arkansas, the tax-supported Welfare Depart- 
ment, and a host of politicians who have 
gotten big increases in their tax-paid sal- 
aries. 


More than a year ago John Tyler Caldwell, 


president of the University of Arkansas, is- 
sued a memorandunrto ever"ybne*oh*'t}ie 'Uni- 
versity payroll requesting donations to cover 
the deficit of the Governor's Advisory Com- 
mittee on Education (GAGE)— the pressure 
group which put over the 3% sales tax in the 
1957 legislature, I have a copy of that 
memorandum, dated May 15, 1957, 


When the boss of an outfit calls 'for a 


political contribution is it a request 'or an 
order? 


I'll let you answer that one, 
Mr. Caldwell and his institution are sup- 


ported by the taxpayers and wherever he 
goes he travels at public expense, Only a few 
days ago, October 16, he was in my town of 
Hope campaigning publicly for the Z% sales 
tax. 
.' Less than a week later he was followed to 
Hope by one of his tax-supported associates, 
Kenneth S, Bates, assistant Director of the 
Agricultural Extension Service, - Mr, Bates 
campaigned for the 3% sales tax at an area 
home demonstration membership meeting. 
and I was told that from my town he. went to 


similar meeting at Arkadelphia. 
A])d while I am on the subject of the Ex- 


tension Service let me tell you the setup in 
Hope, and then you may find it is the same 
in your own city and county, Thirty years 
ago when Hempstead county's farm popuja- 
tjoij was twice what it js today it was ably 
served by two agents, Today, with half the 
farm population there ave not two but six 
people jri the Hope office,

In the Little Rock Democrnt October 6 


Commissioner Adams confirmed the state* 
wide mailing and said federal authorities

On October 9 1 reported this matter by 


telegram to Miss Kathryn Goodwin, Acting 
Director, Bureau of Public Assistance, De» 
IHii'tment of Health, ISdueittioii and Welfare, 
Washington, D, C,<—and naked for ft federal 
statement, 


The following day Miss Goodwin wired me 


from Washington: 


"We have requested a complete report on 


this situation, In the meantime we would 
prefer not to comment." 


Not only did Commissioner Adams tell an 


untruth—he appears from that telegram to 
be under investigation, 
The whole threat against the welfare folks 


is merely the bluff of a frightened politician. 


The man who sent out that slip has more 


to fear than the man who received it. 


The old folks' checks were only raised 


from $35.63 to about $42 a month—but Com- 
missioner Adams got an increase of $2,500 
a year, 


Commissioner Adams' talk about cutting 


the welfare checks in half is pure nonsense. 
One of the best informed authorities on state 
finance is John F. Wells, publisher of the 
Arkansas Recorder, government news digest, 
Little Rock. He wrote in the October 10 issue 
of the Recorder that Commissioner Adams' 
statement was fantastic because at the very 
best the old age assistance "fund got only I'/j 
million dollars from the 3rd-ceht sales tax, 
and, besides, the state Treasury had prior to 
the 1-c.ent rise in the sales--tax a General 
Revenues surplus of 10 million dollars. 


So the welfare folks can vote as they 


please on Act 19 next Tuesday—and let Com-

history and should pay its fair share. 


That's a representation job the League of 


Voters could do. 


Another job the League of Voters might 


do is to revise Amendment J9, which protects 
the taxpayer from increases in taxes in effect- 
up to 1934,'hut does not give that protection 
on the sales tax because it came along a year 
later. It should be no easier to raise taxes on 
the poor than on the rich.

It 
might be the means some day of helping the 
public schools solve their revenue problem 
permanently, Perhaps we could initiate a 
constitutional amendment locking up state 
school funds at Little Rock so the legislature 
couldn't divert and squander them.
